Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1932. 

In  submitting  this  report  for  the  year  1932  it  is 
readily  seen  that  our  expenditures  are  still  increasing  month 
by  month  as  it  cost  $57,000  this  year  to  take  care  of  the 
needy  instead  of  $49,000  in  the  year  of  1931. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  aided  254  families  and  are 
aiding  169  at  the  present  time. 

The  cooperation  and  assistance  given  by  the  many 
charitable  and  welfare  organizations  in  the  town  have 
helped  materially  in  this  time  of  strees  and  severe  de- 
pression. 

In  April  the  Board  of  Welfare  adopted  the  system  of 
requesting  all  able  bodied  men  to  work  for  the  aid  received 
basing  the  number  of  hours  to  be  worked  by  the  amount  of 
aid  given  at  approximately  the  price  of  town  labor. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  different  department  heads 
the  following  work  was  accomplished  without  infringing 
on  regular  appropriation.     Cleaning  brush  on  Beech,  Con- 
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cord,  Salem,  Forest  and  Hingham  Streets.  Cleaning  gut- 
ters, etc.,  787  days  labor;  32  days  cleaning  land  near 
Jefferson  School;  5  days  painting  signs  and  posts  on  high- 
ways; 161  days  at  Infirmary  clearing  land  at  back  of  lot, 
digging  needed  ditches  and  general  work ;  6  days  delivering 
flour  to  needy  families ;  29  days  striping  streets  and  taking 
care  of  lawn  at  Police  Station;  3  days  painting  railing  on 
highways;  91  days  painting  the  Infirmary;  130  days  at  the 
different  parks,  and  many  other  small  jobs. 

The  unemployed  also  volunteered  their  labor  in  clearing 
the  sidewalks  of  snow  on  Union  Street  on  two  occasions  last 
year  which  saved  the  town  considerable  money. 

Since  November  this  outside  work  has  been  discontin- 
ued except  work  at  the  Infirmary.  If  the  town  would  pur- 
chase a  wood  lot  the  unemployed  could  cut  the  wood  and 
save  the  town  some  of  its  expense  for  fuel. 

The  painting  of  our  Infirmary  was  one  of  the  projects 
where  we  used  the  unemployed.  The  Finance  Board  gave 
us  from  the  Reserve  Fund  the  sum  of  $260  to  purchase 
material  and  some  labor  for  supervision,  and  we  wish  to 
report  that  the  cost  was  only  $171.80;  the  materials  costing 
$120.80  and  expert  labor  and  supervision  $51.00.  The 
buildings  had  not  been  painted  for  many  years  and  it  was 
good  economy  to  have  this  done  this  year. 

We  have  also  made  many  other  improvements  at  the 
Home,  replacing  worn  floors,  verandas,  cement  steps  and 
other  needed  repairs  at  the  cost  of  the  materials. 

It  has  been  necessary  for  us  to  curtail  our  expenditures 
regarding  many  needed  rents,  as  the  condition  of  the 
Treasury  would  not  allow  the  paying  of  this  additional  sum 
and  it  is  uncertain  how  far  we  can  go  in  the  rent  problem 
in  the  near  future. 

The  Board  fully  realizes  that  Public  Welfare  is  the 
second  largest  item  in  the  town  budget  and  has  endeavored 
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to  administer  relief  fairly,  always  keeping  in  mind  that 
the  taxpayer's  rights  be  protected  and  have  investigated  all 
cases  as  well  as  an  overburdened  department  could  do.  The 
Board  feel  that  in  asking  all  temporary  aid  cases  to  report 
every  Thursday  evening  that  they  can  keep  in  close  touch 
with  each  and  every  case. 

Old  Age  Assistance  has  been  administered  for  the  past 
twelve  months.  There  were  fifty  persons  enrolled  January 
1,  1933,  and  twenty  cases  under  investigation.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  INFIRMARY 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen : 

I  wish  to  present  to  you  a  report  of  the  actvities  and 
improvements  which  have  taken  place  at  the  Infirmary  for 
the  year  1932. 

We  have  taken  care  of  thirty-one  people  during  the 
past  year,  twenty-three  males  and  eight  females,  1  between 
the  age  of  20  and  30,  3  between  40  and  50,  10  between  50 
and  60,  7  between  60  and  70,  8  between  70  and  80, 1  between 
80  and  90  and  1  between  90  and  100.  We  have  had  two 
deaths. 

The  unemployed  have  done  considerable  work  here  the 
past  year.  The  lawn  has  been  put  in  fine  shape,  the  south 
side  of  the  drive  has  been  made  into  a  fine  lawn  and  a  flag 
pole  has  been  erected. 

The  driveway  has  been  stoned  on  each  side  and  white 
washed,  a  drive  was  built  to  the  garage,  the  main  drive  has 
been  cut  down  a  little. 

The  garage  has  had  a  new  cement  floor. 

The  lawn  has  had  some  minor  repairs  such  as  a  new 
cement  runway  in  front  of  the  large  door,  a  door  was  cut 
through  the  grain  room  to  the  cow  shed,  the  horse  stall 
was  enlarged,  the  north  side  of  the  barn  which  houses  the 
cows  was  wide  open  to  the  wind  and  rain  and  has  been 
stoned  up  both  north  and  east  side,  and  filled  in  and  graded 
off.  The  cesspool  has  been  rebuilt,  making  it  much  larger, 
and  an  overflow  drain  was  dug  down  through  the  fields. 

Put  up  a  large  hen  yard. 

Ten  maple  trees  have  been  set  out  on  the  south  side  of 
the  house,  the  trees  we  got  in  the  woods. 
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All  brush  has  been  cut  off  down  to  the  brook,  also  all 
the  hand  wood  has  been  cut  off,  sawed  and  split  and  piled 
up  in  the  cellar. 

The  house,  barn,  hen  houses,  garage  are  all  in  extra 
fine  shape,  having  been  painted  by  the  unemployed. 

New  cement  steps  have  been  made  at  the  back  door, 
also  new  lattice  work  had  to  be  done  on  the  front  piazza. 

Six  more  bed  rooms  have  been  painted. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  unemployed  for  the  work 
which  they  have  done  here  in  the  past  year,  which  has  help- 
ed put  this  Home  in  such  fine  condition.

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  its  annual  re- 
port for  the  year  1932. 

The  number  of  cases  reported  to  this  Board  is  as  f  ol-

The  general  health  of  the  people  was  never  better. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  quite  prevalent  throughout  the 
Eastern  part  of  the  State  and  we  found  it  rather  difficult 
to  control.  Almost  as  soon  as  one  nest  was  subdued  an- 
other source  of  infection  would  appear  in  the  town.  Trans- 
portation is  so  easy  these  times  it  is  very  difficult  to  keep 
free  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  heavy  rains  in  September  and  October  flooded 
the  districts  of  Stanton  Street  and  East  Vernon  Street  and 
it  was  necessary  to  go  to  considerable  expense  in  draining 
these  places.

Report  of  Chief  of  Fire  Department 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen:  . 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  year  1932  and  recommendations  for  the 
year  1933. 

MANUAL  FORCE  AND  APPARATUS 

We  have  in  the  Department  at  present  a  Chief,  Deputy 
Chief,  two  permanent  men,  and  thirty-eight  call  men. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  one  750  gallon  La  France 
triple  combination  pump  with  a  forty  gallon  chemical  tank. 
I  would  recommend  that  this  chemical  tank  be  changed 
to  a  booster  tank,  doing  away  with  any  chance  of  the 
chemical  leaking  out  and  destroying  hose,  as  the  tank  is 
directly  over  the  hose  body.  One  La  France  city-service 
ladder  truck  and  one  La  France  combination.  Both  of 
these  trucks  are  equipped  with  forty  gallon  chemical  tanks. 

The  department  has  about  four  thousand  feet  of  re- 
liable two  and  one-half  inch  hose,  and  about  six  hundred 
feet  of  chemical  hose.  We  should  have  about  five  thousand 
feet  of  two  and  one-half  inch  hose,  but  as  we  have  not 
bought  any  since  January  1929,  which  is  four  years  ago, 
and  also  some  of  it  is  ten  or  twelve  years  old  and  will  not 
stand  pump  pressure,  we  will  have  to  buy  new  hose  this 
coming  year. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  consists  of  one  two-circuit 
switch  beard  and  storage  batteries.     One  motor  generator 
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set  tq  charge  batteries,  one  compressed  air  whistle,  two 
tower  bells,  one  indicator  box,  one  traffic  signal  system,  one 
universal  transmitter  box  and  wheels,  forty  fire  alarm  box- 
es, ten  tappers  and  about  twenty-five  miles  of  wire.  We 
will  have  to  rebuild  the  fire  alarm  system  on  Howard  Street 
during  1933  and  also  new  cross  arms  will  have  to  be  put 
up  in  numerous  sections  of  the  town. 

FIRES  AND  ALARMS 

In  the  past  year  we  had  155  calls,  forty-eight  bell 
alarms,  107  still  alarms  or  telephone  calls,  and  also  seven 
calls  from  State  Watch  Towers  to  investigate  smoke  seen 
in  various  parts  of  the  town.  Of  the  forty-eight  bell  alarms 
eighteen  were  false  which  cost  the  department  about  three 
hundred  dollars.  We  had  two  calls  for  the  Inhalator  but 
as  the  persons  had  been  in  the  water  too  long  it  was  almost 
useless  to  use  it,  but  the  Firemen  with  help  from  the  Elec- 
tric Light  Company,  worked  on  the  bodies  until  the  Doctor 
said  it  would  be  useless  to  try  any  longer.  We  had  twelve 
chimney  fires,  ten  auto  fires  and  three  out-of-town  calls. 
Also  one  call  on  the  A.  D.  T.  System  to  take  care  of  sprink- 
lers at  the  Rockland  Welt  Company  which  had  let  go,  flood- 
ing part  of  the  factory. 

In  taking  care  of  these  fires  there  were  laid  9,400  feet 
of  2  1-2  inch  hose,  2,350  feet  of  1 1-2  inch  hose,  1,120  feet  of 
chemical  hose,  1,130  gallons  of  chemical  used,  15  gallons  of 
foam,  7  quarts  of  pyrene,  6  pounds  of  Sambo  and  9  fussee, 
also  792  feet  of  ladder  raised.  The  triple  combination 
pumped  twenty  and  one-half  hours.  It  also  pumped  four- 
teen hours  to  help  clear  a  drain  on  Everett  Street. 

For  the  year  1933  I  recommend  $10,300.00  for  Fire 
Department  Maintenance,  and  $1,000.00  for  new  fire  hose. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  Chief  and  members  of  the  Police  Department 
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and  also  the  men  from  the  Electric  Light  Company  for 
their  cooperation  and  help  which  has  been  most  generously 
given  during  the  past  year.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Fire  Department  who  voluntarily  gave  their 
services  the  night  of  July  Fourth  and  also  for  their  willing 
response  to  call  of  duty.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  as  Forest 
Fire  Warden  for  the  year  1932 : 

This  Department  took  care  of  forty-seven  grass  and 
woods  fires  during  the  year. 

None  of  the  woods  fires  were  of  a  serious  nature  but 
the  grass  fires  are  becoming  almost  a  nuisance.  Most  of 
them  are  caused  by  carelessness  and  this  expense  could  al- 
most be  eliminated  if  people  would  only  secure  a  permit. 
All  people  securing  a  permit  to  burn  are  given  instructions 
on  how  to  take  care  of  the  fire  before  they  are  allowed  to 
burn.  It  is  a  State  law  that  all  persons  having  an  out-door 
fire  must  first  secure  a  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
and  it  is  only  in  yomr  cooperation  that  these  fires  can  be 
reduced. 

Owing  to  the  nominal  expense  of  this  department  the 
past  year  we  have  been  able  to  buy  400  feet  of  1  1-2  inch 
hose  with  gates  and  nozzles. 

For  the  year  1933  I  would  recommend  that  $1,000.00 
be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  prevention  and  extin- 
guishing of  forest  and  grass  fires.

The  Police  Department  started  operation  in  1932  in  con- 
formity with  the  sum  appropriated  for  police  service  the 
preceding  year.  At  the  annual  Town  meeting  in  March 
1932  the  Town  appropriated  $8580;  sixteen  (16)  per  cent 
less  than  the  previous  year.     The  Finance  Committee  re- 
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commended  the  above  sum  for  a  four  man  department.  It 
was  voted  as  the  sense  of  the  Town  meeting  that  the  sum 
appropriated  be  for  a  five  man  department  as  in  previous 
years.  A  reduction  of  salaries  was  the  only  means  by 
which  this  could  be  done  and  the  department,  I  believe,  has 
operated  in  a  most  efficient  manner  and  the  appropriation 
was  not  exceeded.  Also,  it  has  been  necessary  for  nearly 
the  entire  work  of  the  department  being  performed  by  the 
regular  members  of  the  force,  as  there  was  but  a  small 
amount  that  could  be  applied  to  special  police  service. 

The  regular  members  of  the  force  are  on  duty  eight 
hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week,  for  a  total  of  fifty-six  (56) 
hours  weekly.  Also  the  members  have  been  obliged  to 
respond  to  calls  for  special  service  necessitating  many  hours 
extra  on  several  occassions.  I  believe  that  the  members  of 
the  department  should  be  provided  with  one  day  off  occas- 
sionally  and  am  now  working  out  a  plan  to  put  this  in  effect 
without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  department  in  any 
way. 

In  brief  detail,  the  regular  work  of  the  department  is 
as  follows : 

The  business  section  from  Poole's  corner  to  south  of 
the  railroad  tracks  in  Union  Square,  is  patroled  24  hours 
daily.     Patrol  1  starts  duty  at  6:30  A.  M.  and  continues 
until  2:30  P.  M.     In  addition  to  patrol  on  Union  Street  and 
East  Water  Street  as  far  as  the  railroad  station  the  officer 
on  this  patrol  looks  after  the  younger  school  children  cross- 
ing the  streets  to  and  from  their  classes.     Patrol  2  starts 
at  2:30  P.  M.  and  continues  until  10:30  P.  M.     The  duties 
of  the  officer  on  this  patrol  is  similiar  to  that  on  Patrol  1. 
At  10:30  P.  M.  the  regular  night  patrolman  starts  his 
duties  and  is  assisted  by  one  additional  officer  until  6:30  A. 
M.     The  two  officers  on  this  patrol  have  full  responsibility 
■of  protecting  the  business  district  from  fire  and  theft.  Al- 
so the  officers  on  the  night  patrol  use  the  police  car  to  patrol 
the  outlaying  secticns  cf  the  Town.     This  patrohng  of  the

more  distant  parts  of  the  Town  has  proved  advantageous 
in  many  ways.  The  police  car  averages  22  miles  each  night 
of  the  week  and  gives  a  ready  means  of  response  to  any 
section  of  the  Town.  It  is  possible  to  receive  the  service 
of  the  department  in  a  very  brief  time  any  moment  of  the 
day  or  night.  If  one  telephones  the  department  and  re- 
ceives no  answer  (in  emergency  calls)  the  telephone  opera- 
tor should  be  notified  and  she  will  flash  the  police  red 
light  and  the  officer  on  patrol  will  answer  immediately. 
With  the  many  varied  duties  of  the  department  and  one 
officer  on  patrol  all  day,  and  two  officers  all  night,  it  is  im- 
possible for  one  to  be  present  at  the  station  the  24  hours 
of  the  day. 

The  department  has  rendered  invaluable  aid  to  motor- 
ists both  local  and  out-of-town  who  have  met  with  slight 
mishaps.  The  officers  have  also  assisted,  many  times,  in 
communicating  with  local  people  who  could  not  be  reached 
for  emergency  calls  and  has  endeavored  to  give  the  best 
possible  service  at  all  times. 

During  the  year  1932  there  was  not  a  single  major 
crime  in  Rockland.  Also,  I  am  pleased  to  call  attention 
to  the  big  decrease  in  the  lesser  offenses  against  the  law. 
We  are  most  fortunate  in  the  small  number  of  cases  of 
breaking  and  entering  and  I  believe  that  this  lessening  of 
number  of  this  particular  crime  is  brought  about,  largely, 
by  the  night  patrol  in  cruising  about  all  outlying  sections 
of  the  Town. 

A  nuisance  in  Rockland  and  many  other  communities 
for  several  years  has  been  the  large  number  of  needless 
false  alarms.  The  Police  Department  in  cooperation  with 
the  Fire  Department  officials  arrested  four  youths  for 
sounding  a  false  alarm  and  they  have  been  prosecuted  and 
ordered  by  the  court  to  reimburse  the  Town  the  expense 
incurred. 
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Traffic  continues  to  be  a  problem  in  Rockland  as  well 
as  every  other  community.  We  had  one  fatal  accident 
during  the  year,  and  this  was  in  no  way  occassioned  by  any 
lack  of  precaution  on  the  part  of  the  Town.  Rockland  has 
an  unusually  large  amount  of  traffic  for  it's  size,  and  motor- 
ists, as  well  as  pedestrians,  should  cooperate  with  the  de- 
partment to  avert  accidents  at  all  times  by  giving  first  con- 
sideration to  safety. 

Requests  from  residents  in  regards  to  safety  measures 
in  the  locality  of  their  homes  have  been  carried  out  wherev- 
er possible. 

Painting  of  traffic  markings  on  the  streets  has  proved 
a  big  aid  and  this  will  be  continued  the  coming  year. 

Recommendations 

I  recommend  that  the  present  Police  system  be  main- 
tained the  coming  year  as  providing  a  maximum  of  service 
at  a  minimum  of  expense.  The  system  has  proved  success- 
ful since  its  adoption  three  years  ago,  and  will,  I  am  sure, 
continue  to  do  so. 

In  making  up  the  estimate  for  the  Police  Department 
I  have  paid  strict  attention  to  the  need  of  economy.  The 
estimate  of  $8655  is  $75  more  than  was  appropriated  last 
year  yet  it  is  $1585  less  than  the  amount  appropriated  in 
1931.  The  estimate  presented  is  as  low  as  possible  and 
still  retain  an  efficient  service,  the  value  of  which  is  appar- 
ent to  all.  Many  improvements  are  possible,  especially  in 
traffic  work,  but  only  at  additional  expense,  which  should 
not  be  incurred  this  year. 

In  concluding  the  report  of  the  department  I  wish,  in 
behalf  of  the  officers  and  myself,  to  mention  the  kindly 
assistance  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Judges  and  Attachees  of  the  Second  District  Court,  County 
and  State  officials,  executives  and  operators  of  the  local 
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telephone  exchange,  and  newspapers,  which  have,  at  all 
times,  been  of  great  help  in  our  work.  As  Chief  of  the 
department  I  wish  to  commend  the  officers,  each  one  of 
whom  has  endeavored  to  give  the  Town  efficient  service  at 
all  times.

I  have,  with  my  standard  weights  and  measures,  tested 
and  sealed  all  weighing  and  measuring  devices  which  I  have 
jurisdiction  over. 

I  have  also  made  inspections  and  weighing  of  merchan- 
dise which  is  put  up  for  sale  and  for  delivery.  I  have  also 
retested  all  gas  meters.  The  inspection  and  resealing  of 
these  measuring  devices  is  an  important  item  after  sealing. 

I  make  an  inspection  of  all  stores  in  town  that  have 
weighing  devices  at  least  once  a  week.  Computing  scales 
need  the  most  attention  as  in  many  cases  I  have  found  them 
incorrect.  Pedlars  increase  yearly,  and  I  make  sure  all 
have  proper  licenses.  The  town  receives  refunds  from 
these  licenses. 

The  duties  of  a  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  in- 
crease yearly.  My  duties  are  under  State  and  Town  regu- 
lations.

Report  of  Trustees  of  Plymouth  County 
Aid  to  Agriculture  1932  Rockland 


During  the  past  year  the  Extension  Service  has  been 
called  upon  to  fill  a  more  important  place  in  Plymouth  Coun- 
ty than  ever  before.  Narrow  margins  of  profit  have  made 
the  best  farming  practices  of  utmost  importance,  hundreds 
of  families  have  turned  to  agriculture  as  a  help  toward  their 
support.  Homemakers  have  felt  more  than  ever  the  need 
to  buy  foods  and  clothing  to  the  best  advantage  and  to 
make  the  most  satisfactory  use  of  materials  at  hand. 

The  Extension  Service  has  been  called  upon  increasing- 
ly by  those  feeling  the  pressure  of  present  conditions  to 
teach  methods  by  which  established  farmers  may  continue 
to  make  a  profit,  new  men  entering  the  field  may  avoid 
unnecessary  mistakes  and  families  may  use  their  resources 
to  the  best  advantage.  Boys  and  girls,  through  member- 
ship in  4-H  clubs,  have  learned  to  assist  in  meeting  the  prob- 
lems of  their  parents  and  have  found  pleasure  and  profit 
in  doing  so. 

During  the  year  7300  different  people  received  advice 
and  help  frim  the  Extension  Service.  711  meetings  were 
held  with  a  total  attendance  of  24,222.  77,099  circular 
letters  were  mailed.  5103  telephone  calls  received-  Farm 
and  home  visits  totaled  1227  and  office  calls  1243.  There 
were  531  women  enrolled  in  homemaking  projects  and  1352 
boys  and  girls  in  the  4-H  clubs.  These  clubs  held  1215 
meetings  with  a  total  attendance  of  20,430. 

The  following  report  tells  briefly  some  of  the  ways 
in  which  this  work  directly  affected  the  citizens  of  Rockland. 
Its  results  can  not  be  readily  expressed  in  figures. 
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Personal  visits  were  paid  by  the  county  agent  to  farm- 
ers in  town  to  give  individual  help  or  advice  on  a  variety 
of  agricultural  subjects.  An  increasing  number  of  people 
in  town  are  doing  some  agricultural  work  as  a  help  toward 
their  living  and  a  large  percentage  of  these  have  been  reach- 
ed with  advice  or  information  from  the  Extension  Service. 
The  agricultural  mailing  lists  contain  the  names  of  63  men, 
who  receive  letters  and  circulars  giving  suggestions  on  pest 
control,  spraying,  crop  production  or  poultry  or  livestock 
management.  The  many  meeting  and  tours  arranged  by 
the  Extension  Service  were  frequently  attended  by  Rock- 
land people. 

Home  Demonstration  Work 

Forty  women  attended  the  series  of  meetings  in  food 
selection  and  preparation.  Ninety  homemakers  also  par- 
ticipated in  the  child  development,  canning,  and  other  home 
programs  by  attendance  at  meeting  or  through  our  letter 
service. 

4-H  Club  Work 

4-H  club  members  enrolled  in  the  dairy,  poultry  and 
garden  clubs  this  year.  The  dairy  club  members  met 
monthly  with  the  Plymouth  County  4-H  Dairy  Club.  The 
County  leader  meets  with  the  poultry  club  members  and 
also  visits  each  one. 

The  Rockland  Kiwanis  Club  sponsored  a  contest  for  the 
4-H  garden  club  members  in  this  district,  offering  prizes 
to  the  best  garden  in  the  towns  of  Rockland,  Abington  and 
Hanover- 

The  county  club  leader  met  with  the  garden  club  mem- 
bers in  the  spring  and  a  committee  from  the  Kiwanis  Club 
visited  the  club  members  during  the  summer.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Memorial  Library 


The  Trustees  of  the  Memorial  Library  report  for  the 
year  1932  as  follows: 

Although,  on  account  of  financial  conditions,  a  re- 
duction in  the  appropriation  was  necessary,  work  at  the 
library  was  carried  on  efficiently.  The  circulation  exceeded 
that  of  previous  years.  In  the  staff  a  vacancy  which 
occurred  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Mrs.  Elida  T.  Butler. 
Improvements  in  the  lighting  system  were  made ;  also  need- 
ed repairs  on  the  roof. 

From  the  Trust  Funds  the  following  withdrawals  were 
made  for  the  purchase  of  books:  from  the  Alice  French 
Fund,  $111.25;  from  the  Hattie  Curtis  Fund,  $96.18;  from 
the  Emmeline  Morse  Fund,  $90.13;  from  the  Everett  Lane 
Fund,  $17.76;  from  the  Mary  A.  Spence  Fund,  $67.79;  from 
the  Sara  J.  Spence  Fund,  $2.25;  from  the  Fund  of  the 
Mothers'  Mutual  Improvement  Society,  $7.00. 

These  funds  were  increased  by  a  thousand  dollars 
through  the  legacy  of  Mrs.  Mary  Etta  Vinal.  By  the 
terms  of  her  will  the  sum  is  to  be  known  as  the  Charles 
Edwin  Vinal  Fund,  the  books  purchased  from  the  income  to 
be  so  labelled.  A  gift  of  ten  dollars  was  received  from  the 
Rockland  Woman's  Club. 

The  terms  of  John  B.  Fitzgerald  and  John  W.  Rice 
expire  in  1933. 
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For  1933  the  Trustees  recommend  $4000,  which  was  the

Librarian's  Report 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Rockland  Memorial  Library :- 

The  fifty-fourth  report  of  this  library  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

A  total  of  69,503  books  and  magazines  have  been  loaned 
for  home  use.

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Character  of  books  loaned:  literature,  3  per  cent;  his- 
tory and  travel,  3  per  cent;  biography,  3  per  cent;  miscel- 
laneous (adult),  5  per  cent;  fiction  (adult),  57  per  cent; 
fiction  (juvenille),  17  per  cent;  miscellaneous  (juvenilis), 
17  per  cent;  miscellaneous  (juvenille),  5  per  cent;  maga- 
zines, 7  per  cent. 

The  number  of  books  circulated  in  1932  exceeded 
all  previous  annual  records.  Since  there  has  been  no  ex- 
pansion in  the  facilities  at  the  library,  this  increase  was 
doubtless  due  to  the  depression.  Even  with  a  decreased 
budget,  we  found  opportunities  to  give  greater  service  in  all 
departments  than  ever  before. 

It  seems  to  be  the  general  impression  that  the  price  of 
books  has  been  reduced  in  proprotion  to  the  cost  of  living; 
but  a  glance  at  the  publishers'  announcements  will  dem- 
onstrate it  is  not  the  case.  Current  publications  are  as 
high  as  ever,  but  we  have  tried  to  give  quality  and  range  in 
the  selection  of  the  new  books.  The  apparent  contentment 
with  which  the  public  has  turned  to  the  use  of  the  older 
books  is  helping  us  in  every  way. 

Styles  of  reading  vary  with  the  times.  This  being  a 
year  of  a  presidential  election,  politics  played  a  large  part 
in  questions  submitted.  Nevertheless,  economics  and  so- 
cial and  especially  financial  questions,  constituted  by  far 
the  larger  part  of  the  questions  we  investigated.  There 
is  a  frank  request  for  books  to  open  new  avenues  of  oppor- 
tunity and  to  improve  proficiency  in  practical  ways,  for 
books  on  writing,  budget  making  and  better  English;  also 
an  increase  in  the  demand  for  books  of  travel,  for  those 
who  cannot  travel.  The  travel  collection  has  been  better 
equipped  than  any  other  department  to  meet  this  sudden 
veering  of  interest,  as  the  Zenas  Lane  Fund  suggests  that 
all  interest  shall  be  spent  for  travel  books. 

The  increase  of  over  sixteen  hundred  in  the  circulation 
of  fiction  undoubtedly  represents  a  happy  release  for  many 
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people  from  discouragement.  We  trust  that  the  reading  of 
books  fulfills  a  need  in  this  period,  which  is  trying  to  so 
many,  and  that  when  the  economic  situation  improves,  read- 
ing will  continue  to  be  a  joy. 

Work  with  the  children  is  constructive,  and  we  are 
grateful  to  the  teachers  for  their  cooperation  in  encouraging 
the  children  to  read  good  books.  The  schools  are  still 
using  the  State  Certificate  reading  lists.  Books  placed 
in  collections  in  school  rooms  are  counted  in  circulation  on 
the  day  they  are  moved  from  the  library,  but  no  record  is 
kept  of  use  at  the  schools. 

The  22nd  of  February  marked  the  two  hundredth  anni- 
versary of  the  birth  of  George  Washington.  In  further- 
ance of  the  nation-wide  celebration  we  placed  on  exhibition 
posters  and  books  which  proved  of  great  interest. 

Instead  of  having  an  exhibit  of  new  books,  as  many 
libraries  have  during  Book  Week,  we  let  the  new  books  go 
into  circulation  as  soon  as  accessioned. 

During  the  Christmas  season  the  Library  was  decorated 
with  a  Christmas  tree  and  evergreens. 

Gratitude  is  extended  to  the  friends  who  remembered 
the  Library  with  gifts  this  year.  In  particular  we  wish  to 
mention  the  substantial  amount  from  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Vinal ; 
also  the  gift  from  the  Rockland  Woman's  Club.  We  have 
received  from  the  Commonwealth  several  valuable  initial 
volumes  of  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  Civil  War,  a  com- 
panion set  to  that  of  the  Revolutionary  War  which  we  feel 
sure  will  prove  very  useful. 

We  are  appreciating  the  new  lights,  installed  in  the 
Reference  Room  and  over  the  charging  desk.  Our  hope 
is  that  this  type  of  lighting  may  be  carried  to  the  reading 
rooms  where  it  would  be  a  great  benefit  to  many  at  this 
time  of  great  congestion.  Another  great  need  is  to  replace 
books  that  have  been  worn  out  or  found  missing.  The

problem  is  serious,  also,  regarding  the  soiled  books  which 
are  mended  as  long  as  possible  and  then  sent  to  the  bindery 
to  prolong  their  usefulness. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  regarding  the  addition 
of  the  Scribner's  radio  music  library  to  our  collection.  This 
fills  a  long  felt  want  and  will  be  greatly  appreciated  as 
our  patrons  become  acquainted  with  it. 

Credit  should  be  given  to  the  janitor  for  his  splendid 
cooperation  in  times  of  special  activities. 

Our  ambition  is  to  make  every  year  give  even  better 
service  to  the  public. 

The  spirit  of  friendliness  and  cooperation  among  the 
members  of  the  Staff,  together  with  the  unfailing  support  of 
the  Trustees,  have  made  the  year's  work  possible.

Digest  of  Laws  and  Regulations  Relating 
to  School  Attendance 

Any  pupil  desiring  to  enter  the  first  grade  in  Septem- 
ber 1933,  must  have  passed  his  fifth  birthday  before  March 
1,  1933. 

Children,  otherwise  eligible  to  enter  school  in  Septem- 
ber for  the  first  time,  are  required  by  law  to  present  at 
time  of  entrance  either  a  certificate  of  vaccination  or  a  cer- 
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tif icate  of  unfitness  for  vaccination.  The  school  committee 
and  board  of  health  have  ruled  that  certificates  of  unfitness 
for  vaccination  must  be  renewed  each  year.  Children 
coming  into  the  school  system  from  other  places,  whether 
at  the  opening  of  the  year  in  September  or  during  the  school 
year,  will  be  required  to  produce  satisfactory  evidence  re- 
garding vaccination. 

Pupils  desiring  to  enter  the  first  grade  must  enroll  on 
or  before  October  first.  Otherwise  they  will  not  be  admit- 
ted. 

Pupils  who  have  been  absent  from  school  on  account  of 
contagious  disease  must  secure  a  permit  from  a  school 
physician  before  re-entering.  In  cases  of  doubt,  or  in  cases 
where  there  exists  a  suspicion  of  contagion,  the  parents 
should  advise,  and  the  teachers  should  require,  that  the 
pupils  consult  the  school  nurse,  who  may  refer  the  case  to 
a  school  physician  for  further  examination. 

Any  pupil  having  a  contagious  disease  or  showing  symp- 
toms of  such  a  disease  may  be  temporarily  excluded  from 
school  by  the  teacher  on  her  own  initiative  or  at  the  di- 
rection of  the  school  nurse  or  school  physician. 

Sickness  is  the  only  legal  excuse  for  absence  from 
school. 

All  children  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age 
must  be  in  school  unless  they  are  actually  employed  under 
the  authority  of  an  employment  certificate,  a  home  permit 
or  a  special  certificate  permitting  farm  or  domestic  em- 
ployment. 

Any  pupil  who  habitually  violates  the  rules  of  schools, 
or  otherwise  seriously  interferes  with  the  proper  and  order- 
ly operation  of  the  school  which  he  attends,  may  be  tem- 
porarily excluded  by  the  teacher  or  the  superintendent  of 
schools  or  may  be  permanently  expelled  by  the  school  com- 
mittee. 
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Pupils  under  seven  years  of  age  or  over  sixteen  who 
elect  to  attend  school  must  conform  to  the  same  rules  and 
regulations  as  those  pupils  who  are  within  the  compulsory 
age  -  from  seven  to  fourteen. 

Teachers  may  require  a  written  excuse  signed  by  a 
parent  or  guardian  covering  any  case  of  absence,  tardiness 
or  dismissal. 

Whenever  a  pupil  is  suspended  by  a  teacher  or  princi- 
pal, for  any  cause  for  any  length  of  time,  an  immediate  re- 
port must  be  made  to  the  superintendent's  office. 

Those  pupils  attending  the  first  eight  grades  will  be 
transported  to  and  from  school  if  they  live  in  the  town  of 
Rockland  and  reside  more  than  one  mile  and  a  quarter  from 
the  school  where  they  are  authorized  to  attend. 

Those  pupils  attending  the  high  school,  grades  nine  to 
twelve  inclusive,  will  be  transported  to  and  from  school  if 
they  live  in  the  town  of  Rockland  and  reside  more  than  two 
miles  from  the  high  school. 

Recent  Rullings  Pertaining  to  Our  Schools 

The  importance  of  Mental  Arithmetic  to  the  individual 
in  everyday  life  will  not  probably  be  questioned  by  any 
teacher  or  school  administrator  as  mathematical  operations 
of  an  elementary  nature  are  very  essential  in  the  experi- 
ences of  all  of  us.  With  this  in  mind  your  School  Commit- 
tee and  Superintendent  are  requesting  that  at  least  ten 
minutes  daily  be  devoted  to  some  form  of  mental  arithmetic. 

As  oral  English  is  so  important  to  each  of  us  (the 
ability  to  stand  on  one's  feet  and  express  himself  well)  we 
have  likewise  passed  a  ruling  requiring  at  least  ten  minutes 
of  oral  English  daily. 

No  advertisement  shall  be  read  to  teachers  or  pupils 
nor  distributed  on  school  premises. 
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Soliciting  or  encouraging  contributions  from  pupils  for 
any  purpose  is  prohibited  except  with  the  approval  of  the 
School  Committee  in  each  specific  case. 

No  teacher  shall  sell  or  encourage  the  sale  to  pupils  of 
tickets  to  any  amusement  or  entertainment  not  sanctioned 
by  the  School  Committee  or  conducted  under  school  auspices 
in  school  buildings. 

Rules  Regarding  Payment  of  Salaries  to  School  Staff 

The  teachers  of  the  Rockland  schools  shall  receive  their 
salaries  bi-weekly  after  two  weeks  of  actual  classroom 
teaching. 

A  teacher  is  permitted  to  be  absent  from  school  and 
receive  full  pay  for  five  days,  within  the  school  year,  on 
account  of  personal  illness  or  death  in  the  immediate  fam- 
ily. Amended  as  follows  April  1,  1932:  A  teacher  who 
is  absent  from  school  on  account  of  personal  illness  will  not 
receive  his  or  her  full  pay.  He  or  she  will  be  entitled  to 
the  difference  between  the  substitute's  pay  and  the  teacher's 
pay  or  the  forfeiture  of  $5.00  the  equivalent  of  a  substitute's 
pay  per  day. 

Visiting  schools  authorized  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools  or  work  pertaining  to  the  schools  which  has  been 
assigned  by  the  superintendent  may  be  allowed  without  loss 
of  salary. 

Teachers  will  not  receive  pay  for  other  absences  but 
will  have  a  proportionate  sum  based  upon  the  number  of 
school  days  within  the  year  deducted  from  their  yearly  sal- 
ary for  fore  than  five  days'  legitimate  absence  and  for  all 
other  days.  All  absences  from  school  shall  be  reported 
immediately  to  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

The  word  teacher  in  the  above  rulings  applies  to  princi- 
pals, special  teachers  and  all  classroom  teachers.

Report  of  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Rockland: 

We,  the  members  of  your  committee,  have  endeavored 
to  administer  the  business  of  the  School  Department  to  the 
best  of  our  knowledge  and  judgment  both  in  matters  of  edu- 
cation and  finance. 

We  believe  that  the  opportunities  for  education  and  the 
results  accomplished  in  our  schools  compare  favorably  with 
those  of  other  towns  the  size  of  Rockland. 

The  keen  interest  of  the  Superintendent  and  teachers, 
the  attitude  of  the  pupils  and  the  cooperation  of  the  parents 
have  been  vital  factors  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  our 
schools. 

The  Committee  is  grateful  to  the  Rockland  Woman's 
Club  for  the  presentation  of  its  annual  scholarship  and  we 
cannot  praise  too  highly  the  Milk  Fund  Committee  for  the 
carrying  on  of  their  work,  which  is  so  important  and  so 
beneficial  in  these  unusual  times. 

The  annual  appropriation  for  schools  in  1932  was 
$110,000  (this  amount  was  $18,000  less  than  the  preceding 
year).  In  view  of  this  fact  the  committee  deemed  it 
necessary  to  reduce  the  salaries  of  all  school  employees  ten 
per  cent. 

Your  committee,  fully  realizing  the  financial  condition 
of  our  town  and  desiring  to  cooperate  with  its  taxpayers 
in  reducing  expenditures  was  able  through  an  economical  ad- 
ministration to  return  approximately  $5,000  to  the  town 
treasury.     This  amount  together  with  other  amounts  and 
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reimbursements  for  State  and  City  wards  and  teachers^ 
salaries  made  the  net  cost  for  schools  for  the  year  1932,  the 
sum  of  $89,121.37. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  budget  for  1933  the 
committee  believes  that  an  appropriation  of  $104,000  is 
necessary  for  the  proper  maintenance  and  administration 
of  our  schools.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Rockland: 

The  fourth  annual  report  of  my  work  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools  is  submitted  herewith : 

In  an  attempt  to  lessen  school  expenditures  and  to  con- 
form school  needs  to  the  appropriation  granted  by  the  town, 
the  teaching  force  has  been  somewhat  reduced  and  certain 
lines  of  endeavor  discontinued.  In  the  Junior-Senior  High 
School  the  number  of  teachers  employed  is  three  less  than 
formerly.  This  was  accomplished  by  increasing  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  per  class  and  the  responsibilities  of  the  teach- 
ers. The  activities  of  the  Special  Class  at  the  Lincoln 
School  were  discontinued  in  June  1932.  At  that  time  also 
the  services  of  the  High  School  janitress  were  ended.  Be- 
ginning April  4,  1932,  salaries  of  all  school  employees  were 
reduced  ten  per  cent.  Also  there  were  no  automatic  in- 
creases in  salary  as  in  former  years.  A  greatly  reduced 
budget  made  these  changes  necessary.  All  school  em- 
ployees have  cooperated  effectively  and  with  a  spirit  of 
helpfulness,  every  one  apparently  wishing  to  lessen  the 
town's  expenses.  No  financial  allowance  has  been  made 
for  classes  in  cooking  the  past  year.  The  school  cafeteria 
is  now  operated  on  a  self-supporting  basis,  having  been  no 
expense  to  the  School  Department  since  last  April.  Be- 
cause our  boys  and  girls  should  be  well  trained,  prepared  to 
meet  town,  state  and  national  problems,  it  has  seemed  un- 
wise to  curtail  the  school  curricula  either  in  the  grades  or 
high  school. 

Continuing  our  economy  program,  the  following  bulle- 
tin was  presented  to  those  parents  and  other  citizens  in 
attendance  at  the  school  exercises  of  National  Education 
Week  in  last  November,  that  authentic  information  con- 
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cerning  the  Rockland  Schools  might  be  made  public.  Dur- 
ing this  week  a  George  Washington  Bicentennial  Celebration 
was  presented  by  pupils  of  all  the  schools.

The  above  can  not  serve  you  without  a  permit.  They 
can  not  get  a  permit  until  they  have  spent  one-fifth  to  one- 
third  of  their  normal  life  span  in  learning. 


How  We  Spend  Our  Money 

Discussions  of  the  cost  of  education  always  raise  the 
question  of  how  America  spends  its  income.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that : 

The  average  annual  expenditure  for  operating  a  small 
pleasure  car  is  approximately  $700.00. 

The  average  annual  expenditure  for  educating  a  child 
in  one  of  Rockland's  elementary  schools  is  considerably  less 
than  a  tenth  of  the  cost  of  running  a  car. 

Waste  and  Economies 


In  any  school  system  there  must  be  a  continual  cam- 
paign for  the  elimination  of  waste.  Prices  and  consump- 
tion of  school  supplies,  fuel  and  material  must  be  studied, 
the  demands  of  teaching  and  other  forms  of  service  must 
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be  checked  and  compared  with  actual  needs.  Salaries  and 
salary  schedules  must  be  given  careful  consideration  and 
tested  by  the  law  of  supply  and  demand.  Use  and  wear 
of  buildings,  furnishings  and  supplies  must  be  given  care- 
ful scrutiny  with  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  waste  and  un- 
necessary wear.  Depreciation  and  obsolescence  of  the 
school  plant  must  be  checked  and  prevented  as  far  as  poss- 
ible. 

"Careless  or  wilful  waste  can  never  be  justified  or  ex- 
cused. The  elimination  of  waste  is  a  fundamental  requisite. 
Real  economy,  economy  which  does  not  impair  efficiency  of 
instruction,  or  interfere  with  the  educational  purpose  of  the 
schools  is  always  necessary." 

Inferior  service  is  always  expensive  service,  even  at 
bargain  rates.  It  is  just  as  true  of  schools  as  of  any  other 
commodity  or  any  other  form  of  service,  that  the  cheapest 
article  is  likely  to  prove  the  dearest  in  the  end.  An  inferior 
school  is  never  economical  because  it  is  cheap,  for  through 
inadequate  equipment  and  inefficient  teaching  and  bad  man- 
agement it  can  cause  irreparable  loss  to  the  children  and 
the  community. 

The  problem  which  confronts  the  school  is  this:  How 
can  the  schools  provide  for  an  ever  increasing  number  of 
pupils  and  at  the  same  time  give  them  the  better  quality 
of  training  which  the  American  people  want,  and  do  these 
things  at  a  reduced  cost?  Enrollment  as  of  October  1, 
1931—1495.     Enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1932—1533. 

Americans  want  more  education  of  a  better  quality  at 
a  lower  cost.     This  problem,  as  difficult  as  it  is  important, 
has  not  yet  been  solved.

For  three  months  a  voluntary  offering  amounting  to 
$588.70,  from  the  teachers  and  school  employees,  constituted 
a  fund  to  provide  clothing  for  needy  children  in  the  schools. 
This  was  known  as  "The  School  Employees'  Welfare  Fund" 
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and  supplied  the  following  articles  and  aid:  129  pairs  rub- 
bers, 115  pairs  shoes,  4  pairs  overshoes,  24  pairs  stockings, 
8  sweaters,  12  pairs  gloves,  5  dresses,  1  hat,  10  pairs  pants, 
12  blouses,  16  sets  underwear,  medicine  for  three  pupils,  12 
pairs  shoes  repaired,  regular  cafeteria  lunches  for  5  pupils, 
repairs  for  7  on  eyeglasses,  x-ray  examinations  for  three 
children  and  dental  repair  work  for  15  children. 

Because  of  insufficient  funds,  plans  for  improved 
library  equipment  in  the  high  school  were  not  effected. 
Several  books  on  accounting  were  donated  by  Mrs.  George 
E.  Crawford  from  her  personal  library.  We  gratefully 
acknowledge  our  indebtedness. 

A  new  basic  reading  system  which  was  to  have  been 
instituted  cannot  be  installed  until  economic  conditions  are 
better. 

Continual  stress  is  being  placed  upon  spoken  English 
and  Mental  Arithmetic.  An  earnest  effort  is  being  made 
to  improve  penmanship  also.  Specialists  from  the  Palmer 
Penmanship  Company  are  giving  demonstrations  and  in- 
struction to  teachers  and  pupils. 

It  is  of  interest  to  notice  that  School  Savings  as  a 
project  of  our  schools  has  been  very  successful.  1589  ac- 
counts were  opened  in  the  Rockland  Savings  Bank  in  1925. 
That  number  has  been  increased  constantly  and  now  in 
1932  we  have  2188  accounts,  amounting  to  over  twenty 
thousand  dollars.  This  amount  speaks  for  itself  regarding 
the  value  of  thrift  education. 

School  Buildings 

Central  Street 

A  section  of  the  heater  grate  has  been  replaced.  The 
flag  staff  has  been  repaired  and  a  new  flag  rope  installed. 
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A  section  of  pipe  leading  to  the  bubbler  has  been  replaced. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  repair  the  foundation  of  the  out 
house  in  order  to  provide  adequate  space  for  the  coal. 
Gleason 

Minor  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  plumbing.  Lum- 
ber was  supplied  in  order  that  the  janitor  might  make  some 
book  shelves  for  the  building.      Several  rotted  window 
sashes  must  soon  be  renewed. 
Jefferson 

There  is  considerable  need  for  improved  drainage  of 
the  building.  During  the  wet  seasons  of  the  year  the 
sewage  from  the  cesspools  backs  up  into  the  basement, 
making  it  impossible  to  have  sessions  of  school  for  a  day 
or  so.  The  problem  has  been  investigated  by  the  com- 
mittee and  two  plans  have  been  presented  which  are  now 
under  consideration.  It  will  involve  an  expenditure  of 
from  $250  to  $1000,  depending  upon  the  plan  followed. 
There  are  also  some  leaks  in  the  roof.  The  tar  paper  roof 
flashing  should  be  replaced  by  metal  flashing.  A  price 
quoted  for  this  work  is  $450. 

We  had  considerable  trouble  with  the  cesspools  filling 
up  rapidly  which  required  constant  removal  of  the  sewage. 
Mr.  Thomas  Fox  who  originally  installed  the  system  gave 
the  matter  his  attention  and  with  some  assistance  of  town 
laborers,  made  repairs  so  that  the  system  is  functioning 
properly  at  present.  Several  rotted  window  sashes  have 
been  replaced  by  new  ones  and  others  will  need  replacement 
soon.  The  roof  ventilators  are  very  much  in  need  of  paint 
and  repair  to  make  the  roof  water  tight.  These  faulty 
ventilators  are  the  cause  for  several  leaks  in  the  ceilings  of 
the  class  rooms.  The  ceilings  in  one  or  two  rooms  will 
soon  need  repair. 

Market  Street 

A  new  copper  lining  has  been  placed  in  the  boys'  urinal 
and  minor  repairs  made  on  the  furnace  and  water  bubblers. 
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McKinley 

Last  year  a  local  contractor  estimated  the  cost  of  re- 
pairing the  roof  of  the  building  in  order  to  make  it  good 
for  several  years.  It  was  more  than  the  committee  thought 
wise  to  spend  at  the  time  so  the  whole  contract  was  not 
executed.  Some  repairs  were  made  on  the  graveled  roof, 
sky  lights  and  drains  so  that  water  does  not  enter  the  audi- 
torium as  formerly.  Further  gutter  replacement  and  re- 
pairs are  essential  as  well  as  two  coats  of  paint  on  the  out- 
side woodwork.  The  two  heaters  (boilers)  are  constantly 
in  need  of  repair.  Several  leaky  tubes  have  been  replaced 
causing  a  heavy  expense.  It  may  be  found  more  economic- 
al to  install  at  some  future  time,  a  modern  heating  system 
to  replace  these  two  old  boilers.  Repairs  have  been  made 
on  the  locks  and  the  outside  doors  when  necessary.  This 
year  the  building  has  been  used  as  formerly  by  town  organ- 
izations. 

Webster  Street 

Much  needed  repairs  on  the  floors  of  the  building  were 
made  in  order  to  prevent  accidents  and  one  side  of  the  main 
roof  was  reshingled.     The  chimney  was  repointed. 

Junior-Senior  High 

Many  minor  repairs  on  the  building,  such  as  painting, 
floor  refinishing,  plumbing  and  repairs  on  equipment  have 
been  made  by  the  janitors  when  possible.  The  weather 
stripping  installed  several  years  ago  by  the  American 
Weather  Strip  Company  has  been  repaired  by  them.  Water 
still  enters  the  building  during  driving  storms  so  that  there 
is  need  to  have  several  walls  and  some  wood  work  redecora- 
ted. The  mastic  floors  in  the  corridors  will  need  attention 
before  the  year  is  over.  The  sky  lights  and  ventilators  on 
the  top  of  the  building  should  have  at  least  two  coats  of 
paint  to  preserve  the  metal  work.  The  Building  Commit- 
tee has  had  two  coats  of  paint  on  the  outside  wood  work 
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which  was  very  much  needed  to  preserve  the  wood.  Minor 
repairs  have  been  made  on  the  clock  and  bell  system  as  well 
as  on  electrical  machines  in  the  shop.  Strips  of  linoleum 
have  been  placed  on  the  kitchen  floor  in  the  basement. 

Teachers 

Miss  Blanche  Crowell  who  was  formerly  teacher  of  the 
Special  Class  and  acting  principal  of  the  Lincoln  School 
was  transferred  to  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  at  the  Jeffer- 
son School. 

Miss  Eileen  Fitzgibbons  who  had  taught  at  the  Jeffer- 
son School  the  past  few  years  was  chosen  as  Acting  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Lincoln  School  and  teacher  of  the  fifth  grade. 

Miss  Shirley  Hare  resigned  as  teacher  of  the  fifth 
grade  in  the  Lincoln  School,  to  become  married. 

Miss  Margaret  Shortall,  of  Rockland,  a  graduate  of  the 
Bridge  water  Normal  School,  was  appointed  to  have  charge 
of  the  extra  first  grade  established  in  the  McKinley  School 
when  it  was  decided  by  the  School  Committee  in  September 
to  accomodate  all  children  becoming  five  years  of  age  by 
the  opening  of  schools  in  September.  This  was  in  accord- 
ance with  a  wish  of  the  town  as  voted  in  a  previous  town 
meeting.  Over  crowded  conditions  in  the  first  grades  of 
our  schools  made  this  additional  teacher  necessary  to  care 
for  the  younger  group  of  children. 

Miss  Margaret  Hayes,  who  has  taught  in  Rockland  the 
past  six  years,  was  married  during  the  Christmas  holidays 
to  Mr.  William  Minihan,  a  former  teacher  in  our  high  school. 
Since  March  19,  1930,  a  woman  who  is  married  automatical- 
ly forfeits  her  position  as  a  regular  teacher.  Miss  Hayes 
resigned  on  December  23,  1932.  In  order  that  the  boys 
and  girls  who  had  been  taught  by  Miss  Hayes  since  last 
September  in  the  sixth  grade  at  the  McKinley  School  might 
have  no  interruption  in  their  studies  she  will  continue  for 
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the  remainder  of  the  school  year  as  a  substitute  teacher  with 
substitute's  pay. 

Miss  Mary  Eastman,  a  teacher  of  arithmetic  in  our 
Junior  High  and  in  the  Rockland  Schools  for  more  than 
twenty  years,  was  retired  by  the  State  on  July  1,  1932. 
Miss  Eastman,  a  very  conscientious,  painstaking  teacher, 
a  lover  of  children  and  the  profession  in  which  she  was  en- 
gaged, will  be  greatly  missed  by  all  her  former  students. 
No  teacher  was  hired  to  take  her  place. 

Miss  Margaret  Dailey,  who  had  taught  the  past  five 
years  in  our  Commercial  Department,  received  a  Boston 
appointment  and  resigned  the  last  of  August.  Miss  Grace 
Tanner,  a  graduate  of  Simmons,  who  had  formerly  held  a 
commercial  position  in  our  high  school,  was  appointed  to 
take  Miss  Dailey's  place. 

Miss  Mary  Kirby,  for  six  years  an  English  teacher  in 
our  high  school,  resigned  in  September  to  accept  a  better 
position  in  one  of  the  Junior  High  Schools  of  Maiden.  Mr. 
Kenyon  Poole,  a  resident  of  Rockland  and  a  graduate  of 
Harvard  University  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the 
English  department. 

Miss  Margaret  Quirk,  the  director  of  Matehmatics  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  resigned  in  December  to 
accept  a  position  in  the  Boston  School  System.  Mr.  Mal- 
colm Pratt  of  Worcester,  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  College 
and  with  mathematics  teaching  experience  since  graduation 
in  June  1931  in  the  Oxford  High  School  has  been  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Quirk. 

In  1920  Rockland  had  nine  years  of  elementary  educa- 
tion and  four  years  of  high  school.  In  1928  there  was  a 
reorganization  of  the  system  with  the  introduction  of  the 
Junior  Senior  High  School  so  that  we  now  have  six  years 
of  elementary  education  including  three  years  of  Junior 
High  and  three  of  Senior  High  work.  We  had  an  enroll- 
ment of  261  in  1920  in  the  high  school  (4  years)  whereas 
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now  in  1932,  the  four  upper  years  of  our  Junior  Senior  High 
number  464.  This  shows  an  increase  of  approximately  80 
per  cent.  At  the  high  school  we  have  passed  through  a 
period  of  active  growth.  Whether  this  is  the  result  of  the 
new  high  school  building,  or  the  natural  consequence  of  a 
period  of  industrial  stagnation,  is  hard  to  judge  but  I 
assume  it  is  due  to  both  factors.  Increases  in  enrollment 
inevitably  mean  additional  teachers.

During  the  past  three  years  from  a  total  appropriation 
of  $366,500.00  the  net  cost  to  the  town  was  $317,901.29,  thus 
affording  a  saving  of  $48,598.71. 

The  annual  report  of  the  work  accomplished  by  each 
of  the  various  school  departments  has  been  submitted  to 
me.     I  am  here  including  a  portion  of  each  report. 
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Report  of  Physical  Education  Department 
Boy's  Division — William  P.  Earley 

The  Physical  Education  Department  for  boys  during 
the  past  year  has  endeavored  to  continue  the  plans  and  ac- 
complishments of  the  previous  year,  namely,  each  boy  in 
some  form  of  athletic  endeavor. 

In  working  these  plans  out  our  activities  have  taken  on 
various  and  numerous  characteristics  all  of  which  have  for 
the  main  purpose,  the  complete  exercise  of  the  body  with 
the  attending  principle  of  coordination  of  mind  with  body. 

The  following  list  is  of  main  activities  which  have  been 
of  interest  during  the  year:  an  inter-class  track  meet, 
miniature  or  modified  marathon  races,  basketball  leagues, 
indoor  and  outdoor  baseball  leagues,  touch  football  games, 
soccer  races  and  many  other  types  of  competition  which 
have  the  tendency  to  increase  the  competitive  spirit  of  the 
boy  and  at  the  same  time  to  develop  the  proper  sense  of 
sportsmanship  on  his  part.  Of  course  we  have  had  aside 
from  these  activities  our  regular  varsity  athletics  in  com- 
petition with  other  schools. 

The  gym  work  as  regular  school  time  activity  has  been 
rather  closely  allied  with  varsity  athletics  because  in  my 
opinion  there  is  hardly  any  difference  between  them  inas- 
much as  they  both  have  the  main  object  in  view,  namely 
"a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body."  Of  course,  there  is 
greater  variety  in  the  gym  class  work  due  to  the  greater 
variety  of  boys  who  take  up  the  compulsory  work. 

Our  varsity  athletic  teams  during  the  past  year  have 
shown  a  better  knowledge  of  their  respective  sports  and 
the  boys  have  shown  a  vast  improvement  in  their  physical 
efficiency  due  to  their  closer  attention  to  the  fundamentals 
of  those  sports.

We  are  still  not  satisfied  with  the  turnout  of  the  lower 
classmen  for  the  varsity  athletics  of  the  school  even  though 
there  has  been  a  slight  improvement  along  this  line.  In 
order  to  increase  this  interest  we  have  formed  for  the  com- 
ing season  a  freshman  basketball  team  which  will  play  a 
regular  schedule  of  games  with  freshmen  teams  of  other 
schools.  This  will  be  only  one  of  the  many  steps  we  hope 
to  take  in  interesting  the  lower  classmen  in  varsity  athletics 
so  that  they  will  be  much  more  efficient  and  confident  ath- 
letes in  their  junior  and  senior  years  of  high  scohol. 

With  this  idea  in  mind,  the  gym  is  continually  in  use 
during  the  winter  until  very  late  in  the  afternoon  of  each 
school  day  with  junior  high  as  well  as  senior  high  boys 
going  through  their  respective  paces.  The  boys  find  the 
play  most  interesting,  the  contacts  they  make,  lasting,  and 
the  exercise  of  untold  value  to  them  in  their  process  of  be- 
ing molded  into  healthy  young  citizens. 

The  path  to  health  is  sometimes  rocky  but  it  is  stable 
enough  if  boys  will  take  advantage  of  facilities  offered  to 
them  by  those  interested  in  their  welfare  whether  it  be 
townsfolk,  parent  or  teacher.  The  boys  of  Rockland  High 
School,  with  the  facilities  of  this  beautiful  athletic  plant 
at  their  disposal,  should  grasp  the  opportunity  of  active 
participation  in  athletic  exercise. 

Report  of  Physical  Education  Department 
Girls'  Division — Josephine  Fitzgibbons 

The  aims  of  physical  education  for  girls  are,  briefly 
stated,  fourfold:  (1)  to  improve  the  general  health;  (2) 
to  improve  the  posture;  (3)  to  cultivate  a  spirit  of  fairness, 
as  well  as  a  love  of  the  sport;  (4)  to  improve  the  carriage 
and  to  develop  grace  of  bodily  movement. 

In  the  three  lower  grades  the  work  consists  of  games, 
story  and  rhythmic  plays.      In  the  fourth  grade  simple 
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formal  gymnastics  are  introduced  and  the  work  divided 
among  gymnastics,  rhythmic  plays,  tap  dancing  and  games. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  one  period  a  week  is  re- 
quired for  physical  education.  The  work  includes  march- 
ing tactics,  running,  Swedish  and  German  gymnastics,  tap 
dancing  and  games.  Each  pupil  in  the  Junior  High  was 
weighed,  measured  and  given  a  posture  test.  Exercises 
were  then  given  to  help  correct  these  defects  in  posture. 

As  usual  two  periods  a  week  are  required  in  the  High 
School  for  physical  education.  In  the  Spring  and  Fall  both 
periods  are  devoted  to  outdoor  sports.  The  work  here  in- 
cludes advance  Swedish,  German  and  some  Danish  gymnas- 
tics, marching,  running,  tap  dancing,  and  all  games.  Bas- 
ketball is  the  principal  game  and  several  class  teams  have 
been  organized.  A  varsity  team  has  also  been  organized. 
This  year  we  were  handicapped  in  not  being  able  to  buy 
equipment  necessary  to  continue  our  Filed  Hockey,  which 
is  being  universally  adopted  by  all  high  schools. 

Report  of  Dental  Hygienist — Miss  Evelyn  Delory 

A  total  of  seven  visits  was  made  to  each  classroom 
during  the  school  year  by  the  dental  hygienist.  The  first 
few  minutes  of  each  visit  was  given  over  to  the  inspection 
of  mouths  for  cleanliness  and  the  children  were  marked 
accordingly.  At  the  end  of  the  school  year,  those  children 
having  good  marks  for  these  inspections,  were  rewarded 
with  suitable  buttons.  562  children  qualified  for  these 
buttons.  There  were  79  children  with  perfect  marks  for 
the  year  and  they  were  rewarded  with  tubes  of  toothpaste 
in  addition  to  the  buttons. 

The  remainder  of  the  period  was  given  over  to  lessons 
in  oral  hygiene.  In  the  first  three  grades  toothbrushing, 
care  of  brushes,  and  food  were  stressed.  While  in  grades 
four  to  six,  more  advanced  topics  such  as  functions  of  vari- 
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ous  teeth,  tooth  structure  and  tooth  development  were  dis- 
cussed. 

The  usual  routine  clinic  work  namely  oral  prophylactic 
and  examining  was  carried  on  as  usual  with  a  total  of  1166 
cleanings  for  the  year. 

A  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  the  spring,  at  which 
time  56  children  were  examined  and  the  defects  talked  over 
with  the  parents. 

Due  to  the  very  generous  donations  the  teachers  gave 
from  their  salaries,  fourteen  children  received  emergency, 
dental  attention,  with  a  total  of  15  extractions  and  8  fillings. 
I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  he  local  dentists  for  their 
splendid  cooperation  during  the  past  year. 

Since  dental  caries  is  the  most  outstanding  defect  in 
the  school  children  and  it  has  such  a  tremendous  influence 
on  the  health  of  the  entire  body,  some  means  for  correcting 
would  be  less  emergency  extractions  in  grades  four  to  six, 
to  say  nothing  of  older  children. 

It  is  my  belief  that  until  we  have  brought  some  correct- 
ive means  within  reach  of  the  school  children,  we  shall  have 
nothing  very  definite  with  which  to  measure  results  satis- 
factorily. 

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS  AND  NURSE 

Louise  A.  Considine,  R.  N. 
Joseph  H.  Dunn,  M.  D.  Joseph  Frame,  M.  D. 

A  physical  examination  was  made  of  all  the  pupils  of 
the  elementary  grades.  The  players  on  the  high  school 
teams,  both  boys  and  girls,  were  given  a  careful  examina- 
tion before  being  allowed  to  participate  in  sports. 
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We  carried  out  our  usual  Schick  program  but  omitted 
the  test  as  the  largest  percentage  of  the  children  react  pos- 
itively therefore  we  plan  to  give  three  innoculations  and 
test  the  following  year.  This  is  the  routine  procedure  in 
the  majority  of  the  towns.  We  urge  all  parents  to  protect 
their  children  from  Diptheria. 

We  feel  that  the  Milk  Fund  is  a  very  worthwhile  project 
and  we  sincerely  hope  that  it  may  continue  as  a  benefit  to 
the  children.

REPORT  OF  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 
Miss  Blanche  Maguire 

Music  in  our  grade  schools  is  conducted  in  three 
divisions : 

1.  Singing:  The  work  is  graded  from  the  first  grade  to 
the  sixth;  from  rote  songs,  to  two  part  and  three  part 
songs.     Theory  of  music  accompanies  these  stages.  . 

lines  and  spaces,  value  of  notes,  rests,  keys,  rhythms, 
chromatics,  time  signatures,  placement  of  sharps  and 
flats,  major  and  minor  keys,  and  terminology  of  ex- 
pression. 

2.  Music  Appreciation :  Selections  are  played  on  the  vic- 
trola  and  conducted  in  the  form  of  a  music  memory 
test. 

3.  Toy  orchestras  are  introduced  for  the  first,  second, 
and  third  grades. 

The  mass  chorus  practice  in  both  Junior  and  Senior 
High  School  aims  to  develop  concerted  singing,  correct  use 
of  voice  and  proper  interpretation  of  choral  music. 

A  marked  improvement  has  been  noted  in  the  girls'  glee 
club  numbering  127  voices  since  its  inception  four  years  ago. 
They  have  made  many  public  appearances  including  gradua- 
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tion  and  the  Community  Bazaar.  Probably  the  most  ap- 
preciative work  was  that  of  the  singing  of  carols  on  Christ- 
mas Eve. 

REPORT  OF  THE 
INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 
Michael  Cassano 

Forty-three  of  our  boys  and  girls  are  active  members 
of  the  School  Band,  twenty-one  of  the  orchestra  and  sixty- 
three  receive  free  private  instruction  during  school  hours. 

The  band  plays  for  outdoor  school  functions  and  for 
programs  on  special  holidays;  the  orchestra  performs  dur- 
ing school  assemblies  and  for  special  occasions  such  as 
presentations  of  plays,  commemoration  and  graduation  ex- 
ercises. 

Increased  interest  is  shown  by  the  students,  and  sev- 
eral who  return  for  post  graduate  study  have  asked  to 
continue  their  musical  training.  Several  members  of  the 
band  and  orchestra,  since  their  graduation  from  school, 
are  earning  money  with  their  music. 

REPORT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 
James  A.  Lynn 

The  shop  slogan  of  the  Manual  Arts  Department  for 
the  year  has  been:  "Seize  This  Very  Minute.  What  You 
Can  Do,  or  Think  You  Can,  Begin  It." 

There  are  in  all  205  boys  devoting  two  periods  per 
week  to  shop  work.  Fourteen  of  this  number  devoting 
four  periods  per  week  and  fourteen  devoting  from  two  to 
four  periods  per  week  in  the  printing  department.

REPORT  OF  ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

Miss  Victoria  Howarth 

Our  English  work  in  the  Rockland  High  School  con- 
sists of  the  following  branches:  Language  and  grammar, 
oral  and  written  expression  and  literature.  Much  time 
and  attention  must  be  given  to  all  of  these. 

With  oral  English  we  have  already  made  considerable 
progress.  From  the  functional  view  point  it  would  seem 
to  be  the  paramount  feature  of  English  and  it  is  of  vital 
importance  to  devote  time  and  care  to  it,  in  order  to  combat 
the  unfortuntate  effects  of  the  English  used  so  constantly 
outside  of  school. 

Training  in  oral  expression,  however,  must  never  super 
sede  training  in  written  expression.     I  believe  it  would  be 
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advisable  throughout  the  whole  school  system  to  lay  great- 
er stress  on  written  English.  We  find  pupils  in  high 
school  who  are  not  sentence-conscious  and  that  is  always 
a  deplorable  condition.  The  sentence  is,  of  course,  the 
foundation  upon  which  all  composition  structures  must  be 
built.  The  study  of  written  English  develops  clearness  of 
thought,  accuracy  and  precision,  and  grows  in  value  in  ev- 
ery succeeding  school  year. 

Little  need  be  said  at  this  time  of  the  importance  of 
the  study  of  literature.  That  importance  lies  chiefly  along 
the  line  of  character  development.  Such  work  should 
never  be  made  a  burden  to  pupils  or  it  fails  in  its  purpose. 
We  are  looking  f  orward  to  the  time  when  improved  econom- 
ic conditions  will  permit  the  purchase  of  newer  and  more 
attractive  editions  of  the  classics. 

REPORT  OF  MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 
Miss  Margaret  Quirk 

During  the  year  1932  it  has  been  the  primary  purpose 
of  the  Mathematics  Department  to  reorganize  the  course  of 
study  for  the  junior  high  school.  Our  aim  has  been  to 
develop  a  plan  for  these  grades  which  will  combine  arithme- 
tic and  intuitive  geometry  in  grade  seven,  advanced  arith- 
metic and  algebra  in  grade  eight,  and  algebra  and  numerical 
trigonometry  in  grade  nine.  Our  experience  with  such 
a  course  has  resulted  in  a  shift  of  emphasis  which  makes 
the  arithmetic  processes  for  those  grades  much  more  effect- 
ive and  also  results  in  a  great  saving  of  time. 

Arithmetic  should  not  be  completed  before  the  pupil 
has  acquired  the  power  of  using  algebra  as  an  aid.  There- 
fore we  have  merged  the  fundamentals  of  algebra  in  the 
work  of  grade  eight  with  the  result  that  the  applications 
of  arithmetic  to  business  are  continued  late  enough  in  the 
course  to  bring  to  their  study  the  pupils'  greatest  maturity. 
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experience,  and  mathematical  knowledge,  and  to  insure 
real  significance  of  this  study  in  the  business  and  industrial 
life  which  many  of  the  pupils  will  enter  upon  at  the  close  of 
the  eighth  or  ninth  school  year. 

In  the  junior  high  school  it  is  our  aim  to  give  the  pupils 
as  broad  an  outlook  over  the  various  fields  of  mathematics 
as  is  consistent  with  sound  scholarship.  These  years 
especially  are  the  ones  in  which  the  pupil  should  have  the 
opportunity  to  find  himself,  to  test  his  abilities  and  apti- 
tudes, and  to  secure  information  and  experience  which  will 
help  him  choose  wisely  his  later  courses  and  ultimately  his 
life  work. 

The  course  of  study  in  the  senior  high  school  is  de- 
signed to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  College  Entrance 
Board  in  algebra,  plane  and  solid  geometry,  and  trigonom- 
etry and  to  meet  the  ideals  of  the  business  world  in  com- 
mercial mathematics. 

In  grades  ten,  eleven,  and  twelve  it  has  been  our  aim 
to  encourage  a  large  proportion  of  pupils  to  take  the  courses 
in  mathematics,  for  apart  from  the  intrinsic  interest  and 
great  educational  value  of  the  study  of  mathematics,  it 
will  in  general  be  necessary  for  those  preparing  to  enter 
college  or  to  engage  in  the  numerous  occupations  involving 
the  use  of  mathematics  to  extend  their  work  beyond  the 
minimum  requirement  of  the  junior  high  school. 

REPORT  OF  COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT 
Miss  Ellice  Schofield 

The  commercial  department  aims  to  give  the  boys  and 
girls  who  intend  to  enter  the  business  world  an  opportunity 
to  become  acquainted  with  some  of  the  problems  which  may 
arise  there.  The  same  principles  which  apply  to  any  busi- 
ness are  stressed; — mainly,  initiative,  reliability,  responsi- 
bleness,  and  accuracy. 
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Bookkeeping  aims  for  a  complete  understanding  of 
debit  and  credit,  the  purpose  of  statements,  the  meaning  of 
other  terms,  such  as,  assets,  liabilities,  profit,  loss,  trial 
balance,  working  sheet  and  closing  entries.  After  com- 
pleting the  advanced  course  in  accounting,  a  pupil  is  pre- 
pared to  reorganize  an  old  out-of-date  system,  start  a  new 
bookkeeping  system  in  a  new  business,  take  over  an  old 
business  and  make  necessary  changes,  and  audit  simple 
bookkeeping  work.  Bookkeeping  sets  are  used  throughout 
the  course  so  that  the  pupil  gets  a  practical  knowledge  of 
what  he  is  doing. 

Stenography  aims  to  have  the  pupil  realize  the  value 
of  coordination.  The  first  year  includes  a  mastery  of  the 
principles  of  Gregg  Shorthand.  This  is  brought  about 
through  word  building  by  means  of  supplementary  material, 
the  memorizing  of  word-signs  and  phrases,  dictation  of 
sentences  and  short  business  letters  involving  principles  on 
each  lesson.  The  second  year  starts  with  a  thorough  re- 
view of  the  principles  of  the  Shorthand  Manual.  It  includes 
the  building  of  a  vocabulary  of  proper  names,  cities, 
states,  and  common  derivatives.  Practice  of  taking  dic- 
tation of  letters  and  special  articles  is  emphasized  this  year 
— accuracy  as  well  as  the  development  of  speed  is  stressed 
especially. 

Typewriting.  A  mastery  of  the  keyboard  with  empha- 
sis on  accuracy  for  speed  is  stressed  from  the  very  first 
day  at  the  typewriter. 

Office  Practice.  To  acquaint  the  pupils  with  some  of 
the  machines  found  in  an  office  as  well  as  the  problems  they 
will  meet  there  .and  to  familiarize  the  student  with  those 
principles  which  everyone  should  know  in  order  to  properly 
care  not  only  for  his  own  affairs  but  those  in  regard  to  busi- 
ness positions.  This  course  aims  to  train  students  to  be 
intelligent  office  workers  and  to  emphasize  the  importance 
of  service  and  cooperation  in  any  business. 
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The  pupils  are  having  an  opportunity  to  work  in  the 
office  for  one  period  each  day  for  about  two  weeks  which 
is  some  of  the  best  experience  they  can  have  before  leaving 
school. 

Junior  business  training  is  taught  in  the  Junior  High 
School  at  the  present  time. 

REPORT  OF  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 
Joseph  W.  Cogan 

The  present  course  in  Physics  tends  to  set  practical 
problems  rather  than  artificial,  thus  causing  the  students 
to  seek  useful  information  from  mechanics,  artisans,  and 
engineers  whom  they  meet  outside  the  classroom.  The 
applications  of  physical  principles  to  the  submarine,  air- 
ships, automobiles  and  radio  have  been  emphasized  because 
of  the  presence  of  students  who  wish  additional  information 
on  those  subjects.  Problems  are  assigned  weekly  instead 
of  daily  and  additional  time  spent  on  reports  of  physics  as 
applied  to  various  industries. 

In  two  chemistry  classes  we  have  a  total  enrollment  of 
fifty  nine  students.  The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  show  the 
relationship  of  chemistry  to  every-day  life.  Thus  the  re- 
lation of  chemistry  to  water  purification,  fuels  and  illumina- 
tion, agriculture,  industries  and  war  activities  is  emphasiz- 
ed. 

Emphasis  has  also  been  placed  upon  writing  and  the 
balancing  of  equations,  upon  simple  volumetric  and  gravi- 
metric problems,  and  the  gas  laws. 

The  laboratory  work  takes  a  double  period  once  a 
week  and  the  required  number  of  fifty  experiments  is  com- 
pleted. 
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At  the  present  time  we  have  a  total  of  122  students  in 
the  biology  course.  This  course  involves  a  general  knowl- 
edge of  the  development  of  plant  and  animal  life.  The 
vocabularies  and  diagrams  are  given  considerable  atten- 
tion. There  is  no  laboratory  exercise  in  connection  with 
this  course,  but  as  time  and  materials  permit  the  instructor 
performs  experiments  to  supplement  the  classroom  work. 

All  the  freshmen  are  required  to  take  this  elementary 
course  in  science.  There  is  a  total  enrollment  of  105  stu- 
dents. The  object  of  the  course  is  to  acquaint  the  students 
with  the  factors  of  our  environment,  their  effect  and  our 
control  within  certain  limits. 


REPORT  OF  ART  DEPARTMENT 
Miss  Marian  S.  Whiting 

The  Art  Department  has  followed  the  same  line  of 
study  as  formerly  trying  to  improve  the  methods  of  in- 
struction and  always  working  toward  a  higher  standard  of 
excellence. 

Color  Harmony  and  study  of  values  go  hand  in  hand 
with  the  first  grade  child  and  continue  through  the  Senior 
High  School.  This  is  an  important  study  as  good  and 
poor  taste  often  are  a  reflection  of  lack  of  knowledge.  De- 
sign and  color  are  a  part  of  our  daily  life. 

Nature  drawing  begins  in  the  fall  with  drawing  from 
flowers,  fruits,  leaves  and  berries,  continues  through  the 
winter  with  tree  study  and  landscapes,  on  into  the  spring 
with  flowers  and  plants  again. 

Creative  drawing  starts  with  the  first  grade.  Imagin- 
ation is  vivid  in  childhood  and  needs  only  a  suggestion  to 
bring  it  into  full  play.     Creative  drawings  from  the  third 
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grade  seem  to  be  richer  in  imagination  and  more  original 
in  idea.  The  children  in  that  grade  have  confidence  in 
their  artistic  ability  whereas  older  children  often  see  the 
mistakes  in  proportion  which  bother  them  and  therefore  can- 
not put  their  thoughts  into  pictures. 

Posters  are  made  during  the  year  to  advertise  good 
health,  school  projects,  saving,  safety  and  other  ideas  for 
school  use.  The  Senior  High  School  made  excellent  travel 
pesters  in  the  spring.  Small  photographs  or  pen  and  ink 
drawings  were  enlarged  to  about  12"xl8"  on  white  paper. 
Lettering  was  added  and  the  colors  were  limited  to  three, 
using  as  many  values  as  were  desired  to  get  the  right  effect. 
This  fall  the  first  and  second  year  in  the  Senior  High  School 
and  seventh  grade  pupils  have  made  posters  for  health, 
safety,  saving  and  school  activities.  The  better  of  the  two 
grcups  is  to  be  sent  out  to  the  grade  schools  later. 

History  of  Art  is  briefly  taken  up  to  give  a  general 
idea  to  the  students  of  how  modern  art  and  building  came 
about. 

The  third  and  fourth  year  classes  in  the  Senor  High  are 
working  on  a  mural  decoration  to  hang  in  the  High  School 
Art  Room.  Fifteen  figures  of  men  and  women  have  been 
drawn  on  a  large  scale  which  are  now  being  painted  on 
beaver  board.  The  boys  and  girls  are  quite  enthusiastic 
and  are  doing  fine  work. 

The  Craft  Club  began  in  the  fall  of  1931,  continued 
through  the  year  with  ten  members  and  has  started  work 
this  year.  The  members  paid  five  cents  a  meeting  which 
amount  purchased  materials.  Lamp  shades  and  boxes 
were  painted,  books  were  bound,  portfolios  and  block  print 
Christmas  cards  were  designed.  This  fall  we  have  done  a 
little  soap  carving,  cut  flower  panels  and  have  made  designs 
for  leather  work.

May  I  take  this  occasion  to  answer  certain  questions 
which  arise  ? 

A.    How  do  schools  help  during  economic  depressions? 

1.  They  retain  in  our  schools  large  numbers  of  girls  and 
boys  who  otherwise  might  obtain  jobs  needed  by 
adults. 

2.  Over  83%  of  the  cost  of  our  schools  consists  of  wages 
paid  to  teachers  and  other  school  employees.  It  is 
estimated  that  more  than  75%  of  these  incomes  is  re- 
turned to  the  community  for  shelter,  food,  clothing 
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and  recreation.  In  Rockland  this  annual  return  of 
approximately  $66,000  is  a  steady  and  valuable  fac- 
tor. 

3.  The  schools  continually  need  paper,  books,  pencils, 
laboratory  supplies,  repairs  and  paint.  The  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  these  supplies,  and  the  mainten- 
ance of  buildings  furnish  employment  to  a  large  num- 
ber of  local  people. 

B.  Why  not  retrench  in  Schools  during  depression  periods 
and  make  it  up  during  booms  ? 

1.  There  can  be  retrenchment  in  the  consideration  of 
clothes,  household  furnishings,  machines  and  other 
fields  of  public  expenditure  without  resulting  in  per- 
manent handicaps.  With  the  nurture  and  education- 
al growth  of  the  child  it  is  not  so.  A  child  that  is 
fed  oh  a  deficient  diet  during  a  period  of  economic 
stress  cannot  have  the  deficiency  remedied  by  over- 
feeding during  the  next  business  boom.  It  is  equal- 
ly unfair  to  a  pupil  to  limit  his  chance  of  educational 
growth  by  reducing  his  school  opportunities  with  the 
idea  that  later  he  can  consume  an  over- amount  of 
cultural  food.  The  steady  maintenance  of  our  schools 
is  the  greatest  single  safe-guard  to  our  future  pros- 
perity. 

C.  Why  not  further  reduce  the  salaries  of  teachers  ? 

1.  At  present  teachers'  salaries  average  25%  lower  than 
salaries  of  occupations  requiring  the  same  amount  of 
preparation  and  education.  They  are  still  too  low 
to  attract  to  the  teaching  profession  some  of  the 
most  desirable  personalities  among  high  school  and 
college  graduates.  Some  of  our  undertakings  and 
developments  are  not  affected  greatly  by  the  mental 
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capacities  and  personalities  of  the  people  involved, 
but  the  development  of  a  child  is  greatly  affected  by 
the  personality  and  mental  ability  of  his  teacher. 
There  are  no  '  'frills  and  fancies"  in  our  school  system. 

To  the  uneducated  classes  of  1633  reading  and  writing  were 
considered  frills.  Today  anything  taught  that  was  not  in 
the  curriculum  a  generation  ago  is  apt  to  be  considered  an 
unnecessary  furbelow.  An  increasingly  complex  civiliza- 
tion demands  an  ever-increasing  variety  of  training.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  the  fundamentals  of  a  successful 
and  complete  life  in  any  period  are  the  same, — hard  work 
and  a  clear  vision  in  the  meaning  of  duty,  service  and  sacri- 
fice. 

The  very  best  education  for  our  youth  and  the  wisest 
expenditure  of  the  Town's  money  is  my  earnest  purpose.

A  pupil  in  our  school  in  order  to  qualify  for  an  Entrance 
Ceritficate  must  receive  a  grade  of  B  or  better  in  all  of  the 
subjects  listed  above. 

If  a  pupil  wishes  to  enter  a  college  that  is  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board 
in  general  it  is  necessary  for  him  to  take  Entrance  Examina- 
tions. He  can  take  either  the  examinations  given  by  the 
college  he  wishes  to  enter  or  the  examinations  of  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board.  We  do  not  recom- 
mend pupils  to  take  these  examinations  unless  they  have 
received  grades  of  B  or  better  in  High  School.  Pupils  do 
somtimes  take  these  examinations  by  merely  getting  the 
consent  of  the  principal.  In  general  these  pupils  are  un- 
able to  pass  the  examinations  and  need  to  spend  at  least  one 
additional  year  at  a  private  school  for  further  preparation. 

It  very  often  happens  that  a  pupil  gets  high  enough 
grades  to  graduate  from  our  College  Classical  Course  and 
still  not  be  able  to  enter  the  college  of  his  choice.  This  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  his  grades  are  not  high  enough  so  that 
he  can  be  certified.  There  is  a  difference  between  a  passing 
grade  and  a  certificate  grade.     In  order  to  get  certificate 
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grades,  a  pupil  will  need  to  spend  much  of  his  outside  time 
in  study  and  give  up  all  social  activities  during  the  school 
week. 

Clubs  in  the  High  School 

The  organization  of  a  club  program  is  the  result  of  a 
demand  that  the  schools  prepare  pupils  to  make  use  of  their 
leisure  as  well  as  their  working  hours.  Training  in  the 
worthy  use  of  leisure  is  one  of  the  seven  main  objectives 
in  secondary  education.  Leisure  is  on  the  increase.  The 
common  use  of  labor-saving  devices  has  given  to  the  young 
as  well  as  the  adult  more  hours  of  leisure.  Recreation  and 
relaxation,  which  are  essential  to  a  well  ordered  life,  must 
be  on  the  highest  plane.  Clubs  in  the  high  school  aim  (1) 
to  establish  the  habit  of  using  spare  time  worthily  (2)  to 
develop  interest  in  a  worthy  hobby,  (6)  to  provide  further 
field  for  exploration  of  individual  characteristics  and  abil- 
ities. Clubs  should  be  an  integral  part  of  the  program. 
We  have  a  few  which  are  a  distinct  addition  to  the  school. 
The  Girls  Glee  Club  is  still  doing  excellent  work.  This 
year  they  sang  Carols  on  Christmas  Eve  at  several  places 
along  Union  Street  starting  at  the  Central  Hospital.  The 
band  and  orchestra  meet  regularly  every  week  for  rehears- 
als. They  have  made  several  public  appearances  and  have 
been  very  well  received.  The  literary  club  has  not  met 
regularly  since  school  opened  in  September  but  many  of 
the  old  members  have  asked  to  have  it  start  again  beginning 
the  first  of  January.  Just  recently  we  organized  a  De- 
bating Club  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  John  O' Havre 
of  the  faculty.  This  club  gives  promise  of  being  a  very 
much  worth  while  organization.  We  hope  that  its  field  will 
seen  be  broadened  to  the  extent  of  debating  with  other 
schools.  The  Craft  Club  meets  every  Wednesday  after- 
noon from  two  to  four  o'clock.      Last  year  they  made 
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painted  lamp  shades,  jewel  boxes  with  raised  designs  and 
bound  books.  This  year  they  will  attempt  soap  carving 
and  the  cutting  of  paper  flower  patterns. 

"The  Parrot,"  our  school  paper  made  its  first  appear- 
ance this  year  just  recently  in  magazine  form.  The  editor 
said  in  this  issue,  "Our  new  'Parrot'  ",  which  of  course  is 
still  in  its  infancy  will  require  much  nourishment  financial- 
ly and  by  way  of  good  material  if  it  is  to  grow  to  the  bird 
we  would  wish  it."  The  principal  in  his  column  made  this 
plea,  "Let  us  get  to  work  at  once  and  make  the  Parrot 
a  paper  second  to  none  in  the  district." 

The  Detention  Period 

Approximately  two  years  ago  we  inaugurated  the  plan 
of  keeping  pupils  after  school  in  one  room  for  a  period  of 
one  hour  who  break  the  rules  of  the  school.  If  a  pupil  re- 
ceives more  than  one  detention  during  the  day  he  must  stay 
as  many  days  as  he  receives  detentions.  Pupils  who  are 
late  for  school  and  pupils  who  return  to  school  after  being 
absent  without  a  written  excuse  are  given  detentions. 
Several  teachers  in  the  school  prefer  to  keep  their  own 
pupils  instead  of  sending  them  to  the  Detention  Room. 

Teachers  Remaining  After  School 

All  of  the  teachers  in  the  school  are  required  to  remain 
one  day  a  week  for  a  period  of  an  hour  after  school  to  keep 
pupils  who  are  behind  in  their  school  work.  Pupils  who 
are  absent  from  school  are  required  to  make  up  the  work 
that  they  have  lost  during  these  after  sessions.  Although 
the  teachers  are  required  to  stay  one  day  a  week  many  of 
them  stay  every  school  day. 

Guidance  In  The  High  School 

Guidance  is  a  function  of  Junior  and  Senior  High 
Schools.     Guidance  activities  are  not  required  but  we  feel 
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that  there  is  a  necessity  for  pupil  counseling  especially  with 
respect  to  choice  of  course  in  the  Senior  High  School. 

Our  guidance  program  is  not  in  full  operation  at  the 
present  time  but  the  work  we  have  started  aims:  (1)  to 
acquaint  pupils  with  the  varied  curricula  of  the  secondary 
school  in  order  that  they  may  choose  their  courses  intelli- 
gently; and  (2)  to  acquaint  students  with  vocational  life 
through  a  study  of  vocations.  In  the  school  individual 
students  receive  personal  advice  and  counsel  with  reference 
to  college  entrance.  We  hope  that  we  can  give  advice  and 
counsel  later  with  reference  to  placement  positions. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  their  en- 
couragement and  help,  and  the  High  School  staff  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


Joint  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  Abington  and 
Rockland. 

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1932. 

I  would  recommend  during  the  coming  year,  that  the 
house  and  coal  shed  be  painted,  the  work  of  cleaning  the 
shores  of  the  pond  should  be  continued,  and  the  brush  along 
our  pipe  line  should  be  cut;  that  is  where  our  pipe  comes 
through  the  swamp,  at  the  rear  of  the  Hanson  Fire  Dept. 
buildings,  at  the  present  time  should  a  break  occur  in 
the  main,  the  department  would  be  working  under  difficult 
conditions.  Some  action  must  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible 
on  the  removal  of  the  boat  house  on  the  shore  of  Big  Sandy 
Pond.  Conditions  should  be  remedied  near  the  Cranberry. 
Bog.  The  cottage  owners  with  few  exceptions  have  tried 
to  keep  the  property  around  their  cottages  in  good  condition. 

The  usual  analysis  of  water  from  Big  Sandy  Pond  has 
been  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  All  hydrants 
were  painted  and  tested  during  the  year/  The  financial 
account  of  the  joint  works  will  be  found  under  the  report
